Two good 
principles to 
remember 
in the 
time of habit formation are to do 
the things 
that are 
good 
until 
goodness becomes easy, and do not 
repeat a had action. 
Early Years Best 
“Just 
as true as the foregoing 
statements concerning the day­ 
light saving time system, so is it 
evident that such a 
system 
W’ill 
help people in growing 
up. 
One 
year before sixteen is said to lie 
w’orth twenty after forty, since it 
is in the early years of life that 
youth grow 
physically, 
mentally 
and morally. 
When 
one sees a 
dwarf in the physical sense, there 
is the feeling that the dwarf didn’t 
take advantage of the opportuni­ 
ties for growth in his youth, and 
so it is with many people who are 
not noticeably dwarfs, 
but 
who 
are weak in mind and spirit. The 
adolescent period of youth is very 
important, because 
it 
is 
then 
that 
the dreams 
of youth art* 
formed that will determine what 
the future holds. 
“ A good foundation for living 
is just as necessary as 
one 
for 
for a large building. 
And thus, 
the youth who practices the bene­ 
fits of the daylight 
saving time 
system will find that he is better 
equipped 
to

journey, and that many times he
